GUTHRIE, O. T., March 1.—News has been 
received here that:United States troops and 
Indian police are driving gold-hunters out 
of the Wichita country, in the Wichita In- 
dian reservation. For some years it has been 
known that gold ore existed in paying quan- 
tittes in these moun‘ tins, and the Indians 
possessing this knowledge have carefully 
guarded the richest mining localities from 
the intrusion of the whites. 

Large bodies of prospectors have been re- 
peatedly driven out of the mountains, and 
some sharp battles have on occasions taken 
place between. them. There seems, to be a 
well-organized and determined effort now to 
enter the rich gold fields, which it is gener- 
ally beHeved exist in these mountains.

LONDON, -March.1.—The Athens corre- 
Spondent of the Chronicle says that at a 
conference of the representatives of the 
Powers Sunday evening it was decided to 
withdraw the collective note inviting Greece 
to retire her fleet,and troops from Crete. f 
He learns on gvod authority that no date 


was fixed for the recall. The instructions 
of the representatives of the Powers on this 
point were at-variance. 


The Court also appeared to think so in 
his opinion. He began by speaking of the 
necessity of the State regulating its own 
.banking system in order to protect deposi- 
tors and maintain its honor. Safe banks 
were more vital to the honor of a Stdte than 
that some particular institution should 
make a. profit. 

He dwelt at length upon the difference in 
the credit of national and State banks, and 
explained. that the reason for the  pro- 
hibitory tax imposed on the State bank 
notes was that it was feared that State 
officers would not as faithfully perform 
their duties as the national officers. 

Coming down to the State law of 1895 
under. which this proceeding is being 
brought, he spoke of it as being an effort 
on the part of: the State to more thoroughly 
control its banking system by putting it 
under the control of the Seeretary of State. 

With reference to the analogy between the 
action of the United States Comptroller in 
‘setting up a defunct bank’s affairs and the 
case in’ hand, he said: : 

“A receiver in such a case is selected by 

the Comptroller, not because of his personal 
familiarity with the affairs of the bank, or, 
his acquaintance with its officers or crei- 
tors, but the Comptroller, realizing the re- 
sponsibility upon him, selects one who is, if 
possible. absolutely impartial, favor- 
ing neither officer, stockholder nor 
creditor, and recognizes that each 
of them has an interest to protect ora 
duty to be enforced, out of which a conflict 
may arise, and above all the commercial 
»credit and honor of the national banking 
system to be maintained. Much 
of the efficiency in the system 
of winding up the affairs of a 
national benk is due to;the absolute power 
in the Treasury Department to appoint the 
receiver, and much of the efficiency of the 
receiver lies in the fact that he is generally 
m stranger, representing the interest of no 
class.

CHAPMAN GETS 


_ HIS SALARY. 


JUDGE SPENCER DECIDES THE 
POLICE TEST CASE. 


PROMOTION, REAPPOINTMENT. 


The Policeman Who Held That He 
Couldn’t Be Discharged With- 


out Cause Is Upheld. 


Ex-Policeman John M. Chapman, who 
was dropped from the force Oct, 22, 1895, has 
been ordered reinstated by Judge Selden 
P. Spencer of’ the Circuit Court. 

The decision, which was rendered Monday 
morning, carries with it an order for the pay- 
ment te. Chapman of the salary he would 
have received had he been actively employed 
in the department, It amounhts to $1,333.33, at 


$83.33 a month. 


Chapman was one of fifty patrolmen 
dropped by the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. He filed suit to compel the board 
to reinstate him and reimburse him for the 
time he lost. The matter was recently sub- 
mitted to Judge Spencer on an agreed 
statement of facts. It showed that Chap- 
man wads employed as a patrolman April 1, 
1889, was reduced to turnkey Jan. 5, 1892, 
at his own request and promoted to patrol- 
man June 15, 1893. 

Judge Spencer holds that as Chapman's 


original four-year term as patrolman ended 


March 31, 1893, his promotion June 15, 1893, 
was a re-appointment, thus creating for him 
term of office of four years. 

Upon taking office each Police Commits- 
sioner made oath that he would not permit 
the discharge of any patrolman save after 
fair trial on charges legally preferred, The 
law established a patrolman’s tenure of 
office at four years. It was admitted that 
Chapman was discharged without charges 
having been preferred. 

Commenting further on the case, Judge 
Spencer deciared that the importance of the 
guaranty to faithful officers that they would 
not be discharged through caprice or for 
any other reason without trial on a forma! 
charge, could not be g@verestimated.

THOMAS J. FURLONG IS DEAD. 


Architect of the St. Louis High School 
and Other Buildings. 


Thomas J. Furlong, a widely known archi- 
tect, died from paralysis early Monday 
morning at his home, 1514 North Twenty- 
fifth street. : 

He had been under constant medical tréat- 
ment since December, 1893, when the malady 
first became manifest. He was stricken 
again at the breakfast table Friday. morn- 
ing. He had just remarked to his wife 
how well he was feeling, and satd-he hoped 
soon to be able to resume his duties. Wien 
he picked up his knife he noticed a strange 
numbness in his right hand. He called at- 
tention to it, but before Mrs. Furlong 
reached him he was limp and unconscious. 

lie was taken to his room and Dr. W. H. 
Herman was summoned. He quickly saw 
death was but perhaps hours away. The 
patient had lost the com plete aiiser of his 
body and limbs. He could not speak and 
the sight of the right eye was taken. 

He continued in a semi-conscious state 
until 3 o’clack Monday morning, when he 
quietly passed away. 

The first attack came upon ‘Mr. Furlong a 
week before Christmas of 1893, disabling his 
right side. At the advice of his physicians 
he went South, spending some time at dif- 
ferent resorts along the gulf... This was 
followed by another attack just after the 
tornado, which destroyed some of his prop- 
erty on Chouteau avenue. A third and 
fourth attack came during the summer. 

Mr. Furlong planned the city High School, 
the Children’s Hospital on Jefferson avenue, 
the Unitarian Mission Home and smaller 
public buildings. He was Commissioner 
of Public Buildings under Mayor Francis, 
and at one time held the position of Archi- 
tect of Public Schools. When compelled 
to cease work he was a member of the 
firm of Furlong & Brown, 38 Insurance 
building. 

The interment will occur in Cavalry Ceme- 
tery Wednesday morning, after mass, at St. 
Leo’s Church, Twenty-third and Mullanphy 
streets. 


BOULEVARD LAW DEAD. 


Decision by Judge Spencer Khocks It 
in the Head. —~ 


The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
declaring the boulevard law unconstitutional 
so far as it authorized establishing a build- 
ing line on boulevards, was followed Mon- 
day by a decision from Judge Spencer of the 
Circuit Court, which vitiates practically all 
provisions of the law.

In tie 
present ordinance the cellar to a tene- 
ment house must be “not less than two 
feet from the lowest part of the, beams.” 
This is rather a ‘‘cribbed, cabined and 
confined” cellar. ‘Dr. Starkloff's ordi- 
nance makes it obligatory to have the 
fipor of the cellar- water-tight and the 
ceiling plastered, but does not give any 
dimensions. Nor are any dimensions 
Stated for transoms and ventilators, 
These ought to be “adequate,” especially 
for rooms that do not communicate di- 
rectly with the open afr. And the ad- 
equacy should be given in figures showing 
length and breadth.

In any event, it is not likely that a decision 
will be reached much before the close of 
the base ball season of 1897. 

After the unanimous action of the mem- 
bers of the National League at Baltimore 
last week those of the Browns’ admirers 
who have cherished the hope that Amos 
Rusie, the famous’ thunderbolt pitcher, 
would possibly become a Brown stocking 
might just as well dismiss it from their 
minds. The League has decided to assume 
the defense in the suit brought by Rusie 
against the New York Club. That the 
League should take the burden of the de- 
fense in this suit of itself means that Rusie 
has very little chance for future baseball 
employment, except, in compliance. with the 
wishes of Andrew Freedman, the man who 
has treated him so unjustly. .The news of 
this action will be a bitter pill to the Hoosier 
pitcher. It will also be a disappointment 
to the local lovers of the game who were 
hoping that out of the legal snarl there 
would come a “twist’’ that would throw 
the speedy pitcher into the St. Louis camp. 
By assuming the defense in the Rusie case 
the League has practically burnt all the 
bridges behind the pitcher.

CUSTOM TAILORS ORGANIZING 
FOR A FIGHT. 


SUITS MADE TO ORDER FOR $10. 


The Tailors Say This Is a Fraud on the 
Public and They Propose to 
Expose It. 


. 


The custom tailors of St. Louls are pre- 
paring to make war on the establishments 
which advertise ‘‘suits made to order for 
$10" and other seductive inducements to 
prospective purchasers. 

A meeting of custom tailors and employes 
was held Sunday afternoon at Lightstone’s 
Hall, Eleventh street and Franklin avenue, 
at which preliminary steps were taken to 
form an organization for the purpose stated. 
About 200 persons were present. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Samuel Sigel- 
baum and A. German acted as secretary. 
Speeches were made by Ofrganizer Kessler 
of the Federation of Labor, the Secretary of 
the Trades and Labor Union, Frank Green- 
feldt, Louis Schwartz and others. It was 
announced that another meeting will be held 
at Lightstone Hall next Sunday afternoon, 
at which steps will be taken for permanent 
organization, which may join the Federation 
of Labor. 

There are said to be 150 custom tailors or 
bosses in St. Louis, employing an average 
of ten persons. each. The custom tailors 
contract with the merchant tailors to make 
a certain number of suits and become re- 
sponsible for the work. They in turn give 
employment to as many persons as their 
contract requires, 

Mr. Frank Greenfeldt, a custom tailor, 
who was one of the speakers at Sunday’s 
meeting, said to the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day: ‘“‘We propose to expose the fraud per- 
petrated on the public by these so-called 
cheap houses that are ruining the tailoring 
business. They asvertise to make suits to 
order at from $7. to $15, the most popular 
price being $10. Now, it is not possible to 
make single suits to order at such | leg 
and pay living wages to workmen. o do 
so it would be necessary to pay not more 
than $3 for making the entire suit, and liv- 
ing wages can not be made by a good work- 
man at such prices. It is only possible in 
the case of what is called ready-made 
nk: where a custom tailor takes an 
order for 100 or more suits of a certain 
kind at one time.

TRYING TO HELP NOONAN BY FO- 
MENTING DISCORD. : 


CIRCULARS FROM HIS AIDES. 


They Want the Precinct Committeemen 
to Meet and Do Things 
Without Authority. 


Col. Ed Butler is a Noonan man, and he is 
beginning to show his sly hand in the pres- 
ent race between the four candidates for the 
Democratic mayoralty nomination. 

Since the Butlers were kocked out in their 
own wards, the First and Nineteenth, at 
the election of Precinct Committeemen, Col. 
Ed has ostensibly remained inactive. ~ To 
throw his enemies off the track, he declared 
he would simply vote and spend his money 
for the Democratic ticket, but that he woul 
not take any part in the present fight in the 
two Butler wards. 

As many have suspected, Col. Butler has 
simply been “‘playing possum.” While pre- 
tending to be asleep he is wide awake. The 
Colonel has, through his henchmen, sent 
out circulars calling for a meeting of the 
426 precinct committeemen at Uhrig’s Cave 
Hall, Wednesday night, March 3, for the 

urpose of organizing and “bringing about 

armony.”’ ’ 

The 42% precinct committeemen, together 
with the. sixty-five executive committee- 
men, constitute the entire Democratic City 
Committee. The general impression among 
the executive committeemen has been that 
there was no specific rule caHing for a mect- 
ing of all the 462 precinct committeemen in 
one hall, but that the precinct committec- 
men should meet in their respective wards 
and consult with the ward committeemen 
and actin harmony with the executive com- 
mittee, 

The Butler-Noonan scheme evidently is 
to get the 426 precinct committeemen to- 
gether, under the plea of harmony, and 
break up, or at least hamper the present or- 
ca teieeel than of the Eexecutive Committee of 
sixty-five.

Besides, it is believed by a majority of the, 
members of the Executive Committee are 
friends of Edwin Harrison, and Butler and 
Noonan naturally desire to create trouble 
on that account, 

The circular asking the precinct commit- 
teemen to meet is signed by Joseph J. Mil- 
liston, William F.. McNamara, Charles F. 
Maloney and T. P. McDermott, all of the 
First ard: John A. Peck of the Twentieth 
Ward; J. C. O’Brien of the 
Ward; R M. Wray, Twenty-eighth Ward; 
James Hickey, Nineteenth Ward; W. J. 
Griffin, Twenty-second Ward, and P. J. 
Kelly, Seventeenth Ward. 

All these men are known to be henchmen 
and tools of Boss Butler. 

The main argument to be made by the 
Butler-Noonan organization can be seen 
back of the claim in the circular that: “‘The 
precinct committee, as now organized, with 
the Executive Committee, is the legally 
constituted governing body of the party in 
St. Louis, and it is high time we were as- 
suming the responsibility imposed upon us 
by our party.” 

That means, it is said, that an attempt 
will bé made to form a different organiza- 
tion, if possible, out of the Precinct Com- 
mitteemen. ~ 


“No rule can be found in the plag of re- 
organization adopted by the State Demo- 
cratic Committee that warrants the calling 
of the 426 Precinct Committeemen together 
in a mass-meeting,”’ said Secretary’ A. C. 
Maroney of the Democratic City Executive 
Committee, in discussing the Butler-Noonan 
scheme of sending out circulars asking the 
Precinct Committeemen to meet at Unhrig’s 
Cave Hall Wednesday night. 

“IT know perfectly well the point that Col. 
Butler is trying to make; that {s that the 
426 Precinct Committeemen, being a part of 
the City Central Committee, should all meet 
together in one hall and organize. But the 
plan of organization contemplates no such 
meeting. I mean to say that the plan adopt- 
ed by the State Committee for the reorgani- 
vation of the party here does not in,a 
single instance say that the 426 Precinct 
Committeemen shall ever at any time meet 
in one place. 

“When the State Committee adopted the 
reorganization plan, Secrétary Tom Love 
failed to give us any written report, and 
consequently there have been disputes as to

Precinct Committeemen meet in mass con- 
vention at any time. The Precinct Com- 
mitteemen meet only in their respective 
wards. They have the power to select the 
two ward committeemen to represent them 
in the City Executive Committee, but they 
cannot dictate how these ward committee- 
men shall vote. Of course, if the ward com- 
mitteemen become objectionable the precinct 
committeemen can remove them on charges. 
The precinct committeemen constitute the 
supreme authority in a ward. 

‘Rut the ward committeemen go to the 
City Executive Committee and vote as thy 
please on party. questions, and the precinct 
committeemen have not more authority 
over them in that matter than the people 
have over a Congressman. 

‘While the precinct committeemen are a 
part of the City Central Committee, the 
other part being the Executive Committee, 
the reorganization plan does not say that 
the Executive Committee and the precinct 
committeemen shall meet together. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee is supposed to be the su- 
preme authority in party management. The 
precinct committeemen act in conjunction 
and control the work in the wards. 
“Now, suppose the.Precinct Committee- 
men should respond to this Butler-Noonan 
call (but I do not believe a dozen will be 
there), and they should contend that the 
Precinct Committeemen in convention as- 
sembled should form a new organization. 
Suppose they should resolve that the City 
Executive Committee of 65 should dis- 
solve. What then? Why, the City Executive 
Committee would ignore such resolutions as 
being without a law and entirely irregular. 
The Board of Election Commissioners might 
then be called upon, and it would have to de- 
cide in favor of the City Executive Commit- 
tee as being the head of the party in the 
city. I am not prejudging the case; I am 
simply laying down the party law as cited 
by Chairman Cook of the State Committee.”’

“‘He asked for a quiet room, where he 
could rest undistyrbed, so I asked him to 
register. He said he was too nervous to 
write and told me to register for him. I put 
down the name he gave—‘Joe Williams’— 
and gave him a room, where he slept until 
late in the afternoon. 

“For the next two days he was in and out 
frequently, and took several rides on the, 
street cars. He said he had been on a drunk 
and was trying to straighten up. He drank 
a little Rhine wine from time to time, and 
as he could not eat, I sent him sherry and 
egg every once jn a while for him to brace 
up on. He did not drink much here. He had 
two bottles ef champagne, but drank no 
whisky. 

‘“‘He talked all the time about going to 
Dallas, Tex., to visit relatives.

The carriers are charged with selling tick- | 
ets to a ball in Entertainment Hall for their | 
benefit while on their rounds in the dis- | 
charge of their regular duties. This is in 
violation of the postal regulations.
